and captured and his followers were 
driven from every point of vantage 
by government troops.

Shortly after midnight the' govern- 
ment'troops moved guns into posi- 
ti.on at the bridge, by .which the main 
thoroughfare of Uie, city';crosses the 
Siberian railroad... The.'-bridge is'the 
strongest position of'the' rebels. 
Before the battle opened, ihterna- 


-tipnal policemen and three American 
soldiers gained entrance to-the .rail- 
way station, from which they took 
two Russian women who had been 
marooned there -since . the 
fighting 
started. 
Some of the shells set fire 
to the barracks of the .American re- 
placement battalion.
